CAUSE OF LAURIER S DEFEAT 


London, Sept. 30.—A state of war 
exists between Italy and Turkey and 
hostilities have begun. 
No sooner had the time limit fixed 
In the ultimatum expired than, Ignor­ 
ing Turkey ’s conciliatory request for 
a period of delay , Italy declared war. 
The Turkish representatives in Italy 
were handed 
their 
passports. 
The 
Turkish commander at Tripoli was 
asked to surrender the town, but de­ 
clined, and the Italian forces immedi­ 
ately occupied Tripoli and Benghazi. 
Apparently the Turks offered no re­ 
sistance. 
But this is only an assump­ 
tion. as immediately on landing the 
Italians seized 
the 
telegraph lines. 
From the hour of their landing no 
message of any kind 
has been re­ 
ceived from Tripoli and dispatches i 
sent to that 
place remained 
unan­ 
swered.
